THE TRUSTEES GATHER. 


The annual convention of Alberta school 
trustees is being held in the city this week. The 
gathering is always important, for it is a ‘‘parlia- 
ment’’ of public representatives who are directly 
chosen by the taxpayers of the school districts to 
manage one of the most important branches of the 
publie service. This year the meeting is of un-

The Norwe- 
Giane turned out the whole popula- 
tion of their country almost to sre 
their favorite gon get even with the 
speed demon from Uncle Sam's land 
who in 1917 had defeated Mathieson 
at St. Paul and Chicago in cen out 
of twelve races. 

As undisputed champion of the 
world, McLean fell for the challenge 
of Mathiegon to meet him in Norway 
in the year 1919 in a series of four 
races—the 600 metre, the 1,500, the 
6,000 and the 10,000 metre. Nothing 
was gaid in the arrangements for 
these races of the world's title being 
at stake. The original agreement 
was to the effect that the races were 
siniply match races for a percentage 
of the gate receipts, with a certain 
cash guarantee. McLean, full of 
boyish enthusiasm and confidence, 
afterwards stated that he would 
make the races for the world's cham 
pionship. They would have been so 
considered by the public of the world 
anyway. 

On the first day Mathieson won the 
600 meter (647 yards) tn 47 2-5 sec- 
onds, which tied the world’s record 
for that distance, made by himself in 
Davos, Bwitaerland in 1914. McLean 
took the 6,000 meter event, putting 
the two on @ven terms for the day 
The Chicago boy not only won this 
event, but lapped the Norwegian 
flash*in doing it. 

The next day the 1,500 meter race 
Was the first on the program. Math 
leson seemed to have a little edge on 
the shorter distances in his own
